guards only* Soviets of all ranks receive the same pay and allowances as follows: 
500 parity units as salary# plus another 500 parity units for rice allowance* In 
addition# all are quartered and fed at Chinese Communist expense* The Shanghai 
Council has established a bazaar on the ground floor of Broadway Mansions for the 
exclusive use of the Soviets*
